On Wednesday, March 14 
Wilmington experienced one 
of its most tragic fires, one 
in which a man lost his life 
and a home was completely 
gutted. Since this occurrence, 
we have heard many adverse 
comments made about the 
laxity on the part of our fire 
department. Partly to quiet 
our own feeling of anxiety 
and partly to set straight

To 
obtain title tor the Sumner 
Tunnel the Authority would 
pay the city of Boston (8.5 
millions) now and more later, 
on after the findings of a spe- 
clal arbitration board.
